Thero is eonsidi'mblo vuricty in tho shape 


and iipnoaranco of ilio houses ir.ado by South 
American Indian*, even of the ;<ftmo triby. 
In tuls villngo tlioro were three difTurcnt de- 
signs. 
First, 
thoro 
was • tho 
open- 


sided 
shod 
which 
uppcarcxl 
to 
bo 


used in common by thu -\vholo vtllago for 
cooking purposes; then thoro woro threo rcct- 
nn^ulur buildings tvith roots sloping nearly 
to tho ground and sides mado of spilt palm- 
lc.ivi.-3 woven iti and out between small poles, 
which m.-ro occupied by tho lurfior portion of 
tho villagarii; anil lass of all was n largo, 
round ull'air with a conical roof of palm 
thatch, aud with plaited sides, which was oo- 
cupiod for sleeping purposes, but, sinfful/vrly 
enough, solely by tho men. Those last four 
houses wero provided with narrow entrances; 
but were uullghtod in any other way. 


Their floor* woro of tho . mother earth, 


trampled smooth and hard by many nakod 
fcot, and thoir roofs insido wero shiny black 
from tho soot and smoke which had nucuuiu- 
latod thero. Strung wherovor spacq could 
bo found were tho small cotton hummocks tit 
tho Indians, and benoaxth each during tlio 
night buraod a littlo firo to warm tho naked 
body of tho sleeper. In tho rafters overhond, 
stretched from pole to polo, wero tho long, 
straight bow* and hhiny yo'Jow arrowB of the 
wan-ioi-y, ami maybe among the lot the 
deadly blow-pi po, or, hanging from a pog, 
the puddlo-nhaped war club used by those 
puoplo. 
Various oarthonwaro utousilH lay 


around, and tho ingenious basket-work mata- 
pio, or cassava strainor, was novor absent. 


Tho daily habits of tho people varied con- 


siderably. If tbero was plenty of game in 
tho camp tlm inon lounged tho wholo day 
long in thoir hammocks; sometimes smoking 
their bark-wrappod cigarottos or fashioning 
an arrow, but uioro often simply lying cud 
dlod up in a sumi-torpid state, ar.d only 
rousing themselves whon thoy felt inclined 
to oat 
If food was scarce, however, they 


actod cllll'orontly, and wore afoot long before 
daylight and hard on tho hunt (or live- things 
in tho forost. Tho women worked always. 
Early in tho mominj;, boforo thoir lords 
wore awake, tfcey would bo about tho carnp 
looking after tbo poppor-pot, stowing ita 
seods over tho flro, or chopping flrowood in 
tho adjacent forest Sorao ot thorn would 
remain at homo all day, but others wou d bo 
oft to tho littlo alixirings aronnd tho village, 
whoroin wore gro^ra too aimplo vegetable 
which supplied a gi-oat part of thctf.food. 


YMUS, plantGlntt, aud inaudloca aro Uio 


Ktaplo products ot thoso people, and The 
women ttro tho farmors who till tho ground 
and reap tho crops. Tho maodioca root is 
their mainstay. Sciiiped aud thrown into 
tho uaata-pio beToro spokon o£, it is squoo^ed 
and sti-uinod ot its poisonous jalco, uud the 
dry powder so obtained, oXtcr bahig ground 
and mixed with water, is formed into tm- 
monso flat cakes as big as tao head of a bar- 
rol, and, being bakod, bocomos tho cassava 
brood, without which theso Indians' lives 
could hardly bo sustained. Out o£ tho poi- 
sonous juico Is obtained tho tapioca of our 
tables, aud the- liquid loft after tho tapioca 
granules havo boon abstracted is tho cassa- 
rocp which forms tho chiuf constituent of 
pcppor-pot and has antiseptic properties 
which preserve meat for almost any length 
of time. It is hard to toll how tho In- 
dians would got along without cassaroop 
in this climate, where flesh becomes putrid 
if kept over night. As it is, meat of all kinds 
is thrown Into a pot of most generous dimen- 
sions, and mixed with a quantity of cnssaroep 
and rod poppors; tho wholo thiag being 
boiled, and (urcishirig o. disb which will koep 
for olltiine, and ono which Is bynoTneacs 
to t» despised. Popporjpot has become part 
of tho regular diot of tho English-speaking 
colonists, and ono of tho hotels in the city ot 
Georgetown Boasts that its poppor-pot has 
not been cleaned out for twenty years, but 
has been kppt up by additions of moat, cassa- 
reep, aud ;xxl peppers since it was first put 
on the fira Several privato citizens, I under- 
stand, claim to havo pepper-pots of even 


antiquity.
